meeting nere nex t Wednesday . 
“With regard to the qu estion 
posed by Committee 2. ‘whether 
effectiv e control of atomic ener­ 
gy ta possible,’ we do not find any 
basis in the av ailable scientific 
.facts for su pposing that effectiv e 
control 
is 
not 
technologically 
feasible,” the report said. 
Baru ch Pleased. 
Hav ing thu s discharged the task 
assigned by the political grou p, 
the scientists added: 
"W hether or not it is politically 
feasible Is not; discu ssed or im­ 
plied in this report, nor is there 
any recommendation of the par­ 
ticu lar s y s t e m or sy stems by 
which 
effectiv e control 
can 
be 
achiev ed.” 
The report was the first inter­ 
national 
finding on atomic en­ 
ergy to be approv ed u nanimou sly 
and was hailed by Bernard M. 
Baru ch, United States member of 
the commission, as a "forward 
motion’’ in the commission’s de­ 
liberation* 
Differences Persist 
The 
scientists, 
bv 
failing 
to 
make recommendations, howev er, 
did little to resolv e the sharp dif­ 
ferences 
between 
the 
United 
States and Ru ssian plans for con­ 
trolling atomic energy . At present, 
the United States and Ru ssia still 
are far apart on the problem of 
the v eto right as applied to atomic 
control, on methods of inspection 
and control, and on ju st when ex ­ 
isting stocks of atomic bombs will 
be destroy ed and their manu fac­ 
tu re stopped. 
Those, and others of 
seriou s 
natu re, are qu estions which the 
atomic energy commission itself 
mu st handle. 
In the report, the scientific and 
technical committee said: 
"The su bstances u raniu m and 
thoriu m play a u niqu e role in the 
domain of atomic energy , since as 
far as we know these are the only 
raw 
materials 
from 
which 
the 
nu clear fu el requ ired for the de­ 
v elopment of atomic energy can 
be obtained. 
"There is an intimate relation 
between the activ ities requ ired for 
peacefu l pu rposes and those lead­ 
ing to the produ ction of atomic 
weapons: most of the stages which 
are needed for the former are 
slso needed for the latter.” 
“With respect to mining opera­ 
tions, which are of special sig­ 
nificance as the first step in these 
acu ities, it appears hopetu l that 
safegu ards are not too difficu lt,” 
the committee said, 
"P a rticu la r attention shou ld be paid to 
the 
in h a la tio n s In 
which 
concentrated 
nu clear fu el is | 
ne* the produ ct 
lends Itself im m ediately to the produ ction 
of bombs. 
Unless appropriate safegu ards 
are taken a t each of these stases, It will 
be difficu lt to insu re tha t no div ersion of 
m aterial or installations will take place.” 
T he com m ittee said It was possible that 
m ajor discov eries may hav e been made 
som ew here In the world bu t not disclosed. 
It added, howev er, tha t there are scien­ 
tific grou nds "for believ ing tha t discov ­ 
eries u nknown to u s. which m ight seriou sly 
Inv alidate ou r analy sis of the technical 
aspect of control, ar# im probable.” 
' Ex am ples based on pu blished inform a­ 
tion su ggest tha t raw m aterials are read ­ 
ily av ailable for the produ ction of from 
IO to 3,5 00 (atom ic) bombs per y ear, or 
for the generation of elactric power a t a 
rate of 3.000.000 kilow atts and 
possibly 
m any tim es this ra te ,” the report added.

tradiction to the prev iou s theory 
that ou r equ ilibriu m is centered 
in the semi-circu lar canals of the 
ear. 
Dr. Volf is in Lincoln as the 
gu est of Dr. Ralph C. Bedell of 
th#, edu cational 
psy chology and 
measu rements 
department 
in 
Teachers college at the Univ er­ 
sity of Nebraska. 
Challenges Theory . 
In 
challenging 
the prev ailing 
theory u pon which present tests 
of 
hearing 
are 
predominantly 
based, i. e., that the semi-circu lar 
canals are non-au ditory in fu nc­ 
tion, 
Dr. 
Volf 
ex plained 
that 
equ ilibriu m is an acqu ired fu nc­ 
tion, and is gained in spite of the 
semi-circu lar canals rather than 
becau se of them. He gav e ex am ­ 
ples of totally deaf people who 
often hav e no semi-circu lar ca­ 
nals, y et hav e perfect balance, 
often professional dancers. 
"It is a consciou s fu nction, a 
form of behav ior which is grad­ 
u ally achiev ed ov er a period of 
y ears. It is in process of dev elop­ 
m ent at birth, bu t it is not fu lly 
dev eloped before abou t the age 
of six ,” Dr. Volf continu ed.
